He said that portion of the statute 
which required examination of the ap- 
plicant and witnesses in open court 
seemed to him to indicate clearly that 
the government wished to determine 
whether the gene os ate citizen would 
“assist on the defense of the country, 
not to the extent or in the manner he 
may choose, but to such extent and in 
such manner as he lawfully may be 
required to do.” 

“In expres terms,” he added, “con- 
gress is empowered to ‘declare war’ 
which necessarily connotes the plenary 
power to wage war with all the force 
necessary to make effective and to 
‘raise armies,’ which necessarily con- 
notes the like power to say who shall 
serve in them and in what way.” 

The American Friends Service Com- 
mittee, in behalf of the Quakers, and 
a number of prominent Episcopal 
charchmen had filed briefs urging that 
the two be granted citizenship.
